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Red Line Extension Project (RLE) Completes Environmental Process and 
Receives Record of Decision

On August 12, 2022 the Federal Transit Administration and the CTA, 
in cooperation with the Federal Highway Administration, announced 
the publication of the combined Final Environmental Impact 
Statement (EIS)/Record of Decision (ROD) and Final Section 4(f) 
Evaluation for the RLE Project. This is a significant milestone that 
concludes the environmental process and paves the way for the 


CTA to advance to the next steps of the federal New Starts funding 
program. 


The Record of Decision is the official decision document regarding 
the project’s environmental impacts and mitigation. Public 

and agency engagement and feedback have been vital to the 
development and refinement of the Red Line Extension Project 


and will remain essential in helping shape this project and its path 
forward.

Red Line Extension Community Spotlight: Networks Barber College 


Meet Corey Daurham, a second-generation Roseland business owner. Corey’s father, William 
Daurham, founded Chazap Barber College in 2004. Corey worked alongside his father at 
Chazap before taking over the family business following his father’s passing. In 2019, Corey 
and Chazap Barber College merged with Networks Barber College (founded in 2009 by 
Kumasi Barfield.) Corey now runs Networks Barber College with his business partner, and the 


college boasts two locations in addition to Roseland: in the Englewood community near the 
CTA’s Green Line Ashland Station and in the suburb of Calumet City. 


The Networks Barber College Roseland location, near RLE’s proposed 103rd Street station, 
i offers a year-long licensing program and serves an estimated 100 customers each week. 
Corey Daurham, Corey looks forward to the completion of RLE. “Customer traffic will increase,” he began.

Corey has been monitoring the progress of the project and has attended virtual meetings about the project. “I’m 


excited for the Red Line Extension to be brought to fruition. I’m looking forward to the groundbreaking and to 
seeing what the future holds for Chicago and for small businesses.”
